The tribe consists of Bird Rattler, 
Lazy Boy, Chief Two-Guns Whitecalf, 
Medicine Owl, White Quiver, Eagle Calf 
and Fish Wolf. The squaws are four 
in number and have the names of 
Mrs. Two-Guns, Mrs. Bird Rattler, Mrs. 
Medicine Owl and Mah-na-ki. 

This last named squaw, who isn't so 
old as the rest and who undoubtedly 
is the belle of the outfit, deserves an 
explanation. She is the “new woman.” 


By new woman is meant a woman who! 


has come from another tribe at the so- 
licitation of the tribe to which she has 
transferred herself. The name “new 
woman” in Indian is Mah-na-ki. 

The tribe carries a press agent—hon- 
estly, it does—a Carlisle graduate by 
the name of Ugly Face. He is well 
educated. 

The Blackfeet contingent don't seem 
so hostile to palefaces as one would 
judge by the movies and novels. They 
were very agreeable, and they smoked 
the pipe of peace and numerous men 
and women and children who came to 
see them. They held medicine dances, 
too, and rendered music frequently. 
You know what kind of music theirs 

The tomtom accompaniment to the

The Indians were brought by Algeria 
temple of Helena, Mont., and were tak- 
en from the government reservation in 
Glacier park.

Late dispatches 
were accepted as indicating that the 
Mexican war mMfmister’s assurances to 
the French charge last week that 
neither Consul Silliman, no member of 
the embassy staff and no Ameircans 
in Saltillo “had been in danger.’’ was 
intended only to deceive state depart- 
ment officials as to the real state of 
affairs at Saltillo.

There is 
nothing officials here can do to expe- 
dite the release of Consul Silliman. 
merely can await the good of- 
fices of-the Brazilian minister, who 
gives assurances that he is doing ev- 
érything possible to obtain his libera- 
tion. 

Despite such disquieting elements al- 
ways attendant upon revolution and 
threatened international conflict, the 
Latin-American mediators proceeded 
energetically with their plans for the 
conference at Niagara Falls. 

Justice Lamar and Mr. Lehman, the 
American representatives, did not con- 
fer, awaiting further instructions from 
the state department and President 
Wilson, who will return tomorrow 
from the memorial in New York to 
the Vera Cruz dead. The American 
advisers do not know when they will 
leave for Canada, but expect to decide 
tomorrow. Thus far no steps have 
been taken to organize their mission. 
Details and the selection of their as- 
sistants will be taken up with the 
president and Secretary Bryan _ to- 
morrow. 

There possibility that still an- 
other American representative may be 
chosen. but Mr. Bryan said tonight that 
it would be assumed for the present 
that there would be only two. 


SOUTH AMERICANS 
HELD BY FUNSTON. 


With relation to the 
Cruz of the South American citizens, 
General Funston has proposed to try 
them before a military commission. As 
penalty for conviction would be death, 
Latin-American diplomatic representa- 
tives in Mexico City were thrown into 
a panic, and induced the Brazilian 
minister to intervene, reasoning that 
because that minister had assumed re- 
sponsibility for the lives and property 
of Americans in Mexico, these repre- 
sentations might have greater weight. 
Secretary Garrison postponed tempo- 
rarily a decision upon the appeal by 
calling attention to the fact that it 
should properly be made by the minis- 
ters in Mexico representing the coun- 
tries ef -.which these prisoners are citi- 
zens, and referring the whole matter 
to the state department. 

The subject, it was pointed out, 
might prove embarrassing for the rea- 
son that the case involves the right of 
General Funston to try any person for 
his life before a military commission 
in time of peace; and that the admin- 
istration has not conceded the exist- 
ence of a state of war.

Turner said that he saw Jones with 
a bunch of spoiled ballots in his hand, 
and that he also had a lead pencil. 

When Turner was asked 
by Committeeman Howell if he saw 
he replied that he did not, but ex- 
plained that he inferred from the fact 
that Jones had a pencil in his hand 
that he possibly changed some of the 
ballots. In the examination of wit- 
nesses which, followed, it was brought 
out that Attorney Jones did have a 
pencil in hie hand, but Roger Winter. 
a reporter; Secretary Cochran and 
others who were sitting across the 
table, testified that Jones had his pen- 
cil in hand not longer than a fraction 
of a second. It developed that Turner 
told Jones that he did not need a pen- 
cil.in counting the votes, and that he 
promptly placed it back in his pocket. 

Detected No Fraud. 
of the witnesses called by the 
committee at the suggestion of Tur- 
ner, or his attorney, James Branch, 
admitted that they detected no fraud, 
nor did they see any ballots tampered 
with. 

Attorney Branch asked Jones how 
many of the ballots thrown out by the 
election managers were counted for 
Hightower. Jones replied that he called 
the attention of the committee tc 
only one.

tention to any so-called 
lots which counted for Turner”’ 
torney Branch asked. 

Jones replied that he had just picked 
out four or five and had turned them 
over to Secretary Cochran. 

J. E. Glore, one of the fifth ward 
election managers, charged that the 
ballots were not in the same condi- 
tion when they left the polling booth 
as they were when counted by the 
subcommittee. He said the managers 
threw out onl¥ 88 ballots for “single- 
shotting’’ and other irregularities, and 
that when the subcommittee made the 
count there were 100 spoiled ballots. 

Attorney Walter R. Brown declined 
to question the witnesses as to the 
alleged frauds or irregularities. He 
Baid the boxes were in the custody of 
the executive committee at the time of 
the alleged irregularities. 

Glore also called attention to a split 
in the cover of the box where the 
hinges were screwed on. He said the 
hinges were not sealed. 

Corroborates Giore’s Testimony. 

Cc. V. Finson, who was also an elec- 
tion Manager, corroborated clore’s 
testimony as to the number of spoiled 
ballots. Pinson testified that he 
brought the baliot box to the city hall 
and turned it over to an old man. He 
said he received his instructions from 
Secretary Cochran. 

That Attorney Brown, representing 
Hightower at the recount, seemed to 
object to his presence, was the testi- 
mony given by H. T. Hebert. Hebert 
said that Brown questioned him when 
he entered the room. He explained that 
he went inte the room where the re- 
count was made as representing Tur- 
ner. 

Turner told the

A JOYOUS FUNERAL. 


It sounds paradoxical to speak of a joyous 
funeral. Yet that describes the kind of 
obsequies given in San Francisco the other 
day to the remains of William Casey, a bar- 
tender, who was one of the most picturesque 
figures of the now dwindling western cattle 
country. The man who can see nothing in- 
structive in the life or death of a man in 
Casey’s station in life needs to have his 
Phariseeism rebuked with the scriptural 
admonition, “Call thou nothing common or 
unclean.” 

Casey had through his life been a crea- 
ture of sunshine. It is not recorded that he 
was hopelessly dissipated or a wanton fre- 
quenter of the primrose path. But he be- 
lieved in mirth as against gloom, in rejoic- 
ing as against melancholy, and that a good 
Jaugh was the best antidote for a sore heart 
or a sore head. 

Thus far the Casey doctrine is admirable. 
We all Know that some things, many things, 
in life must and should be taken seriously. 
There are some issues about which the most 
frivolous man or woman cannot afford to be 
flippant. But the smile, the laugh and the 
pleasantry can be made powerful tonic in- 
fluences to tide us over those darker mo- 
ments when grief and pain beckon and will 
not be gainsaid. 

As to Casey's taste in funerals, that must 
be left to the indWidual judgment. He may 
not*have known it, but he was following a 
beautiful custom of Japan. When death 
strikes there they do not drape the house 
and themselves in mourning, as do we of the 
Occident. They suspend bird cages from the 
windows, they decorate the house in the 
most fragrant blossoms, they clothe them- 


selves in colors and chant, not dirges, but. 


poems breathing joy. They believe that the 
‘right way to celebrate the escape from the 
sorrows and uncertainties of this vale of 


tears. And they believe the spirit of the 


departed will better appreciate that sort of | 


speeding than a lavish display of gloom. 
The Japanese idea was Casey's idea. He 

left instructions that his remains be cre- 

mated, that the urn be taken into a banquet- 


ing hall where his friends were enjoying a | 
| feast at his expense, and that afterward they | 
| should attend the theater as his guests. He | 


believed he was safer in their memories 
with this kind of celebration than a more 
somber one. 

And he was right! Grief at death is 
natural, spontaneous, unavoidable. But is 
there not lurking in the minds of all of.us 
the secret wish, “I want the world to re- 
member me iff joy, not in sorrow, at my 
brightest and best?”

DISARM THE SNIPERS. 

Ivan E. Allen, a dominant figure in the 
battle for Greater Grady, and one of the best 
fighting men in Atlanta, is heart and soul in 
sympathy with The Constitution’s campaign 
to bring the Snipers into the open and dis- 
arm them. 

Mr. Allen, in a card published on this 
page, thanks Thé Constiteeion for its aid 
preceding the election, and declares the re- 
| sults of the latter are emphatically an affirm- 
ative verdict from the voters of Atlanta on 
Greater Grady. 

| He is everlastingly right, and he is also 
right when he says that Georgia’s antiquated 
law governing municipal bond elections must 
be so amended as to remove the penalty that 
now rests upon progressive citizenship. 

Atlanta is about the only city of im- 
portance in the country that is at the mercy 
of snipers, by reason of the constitutional 
requirement that two-thirds of the votes 
registered, rather than two-thirds of the 
votes cast, are needed to authorize the use 
of the public credit. 

A pertinent illustration is found in the 
city of Los Angeles, which can learn nothing 
from any town in the country in the matter 
of progress hedged by proper safeguards. 

Los Angeles is determined to standardize 
its municipal facilities, looking to the future 
as well as to the present, and seeing the fair- 
ness of calling upon posterity to bear a share 
of the expense of the improvements of 
which it is to be the chief beneficiary. 

In line with this reasoning, Los Angeles 
bonded itself for a new waterworks system, 
just completed, which cost many million dol- 
lars, which stretches more than a hundred 
miles into the mountains for its supply, and 
which tunnels mountains, climbs grades and 
traverses deserts to reach its destination. 

Many cities would have rested content 
_for a time on these laurels. 

But Los Angeles is a “forward-looking” 
city. Its people were determined to do their 
job of standardization not skimpily, but 
thoroughly. For this purpose a bond issue 
of $6,000,000 was imperative: The other day 
the election for bonds was held, and the 
bonds were authorized by an overwhelming 
two-thirds of the votes cast, which is the 
law in California, as it is almost everywhere 
else. 

The people of that state know that if 
they rest authorization on two-thirds of the 
votes registered they either lock up progress 
or leave it to the tender mercies of the 
Tight-Wads, the Squeeze-Pennies and the 
Snipers. 

Atlanta can afford to be no less intelli- 
gent and progressive than Los Angeles. As 
it is now, under the present law, the pro- 
gressive policies of this city are decided, not 
by its overwhelming majority of progressive 
citizens, but by a corporal’s guard of reac- 
tionaries and Snipers. 

Contrast the Atlanta election with the 
Los Angeles election. In Atlanta 8,000 citi- 
zens go to the polls and vote for an urgent 
improvement. One-eighth of that number 
has the power to nullify all constructive 
efforts. 

Such a blanket 
progress cannot, of course, long continue. 
The one just and sensible way to handle the 
situation is the Los Angeles way; that is, 
to authorize the use of the city’s credit upon 
a basis of two-thirds of the votes cast. The 
innate conservatism of the city is the car- 
dinal safeguard against extravagance. An- 
other one is that the constitutional limita- 
tion to a municipal bond issue in Georgia is 
7 per cent of assessed property values, about 
60 per cent of the actual values. 

A constitutional amendment looking to 
this change will be considered by the legis- 
lature this summer. As Mr. Allen Says, a 
fight for its submission to the people will 
at least locate the Snipers. And once the 
Snipers are flushed into the open, it will be 
an easy matter to shear them of their arbi-

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POLITICAL OSTRACISM FEARED 
RY THE “STATE OF CHATHAM" 

Savannah, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—Is Sa- 

vannah threatened with political ostracism 
by the rest of south Georgia? 
Apparently it is, according to J. Randolph 
Anderson, candidate for governor. Address- 
ing a gathering of Savannah business men 
Friday night Mr. Anderson said he had come 
to the conclusion that certain sections of 
south Georgia are hostile to his candidacy, 
not for personal reasons, but because he lives 
in Savannah. 

This feeling, which has been intensified in 
certain quarters in south Georgia of late, 
promises to result in the total ostracism of 
Savannah, so far as state politics is concern- 
ed. said Mr. Anderson. The people in several 
localities entertain strong prejudice against 
Savannah. which is operating to the detri- 
ment of the city both politically and com- 
mercially.

NEW YORK NOT BOUND 
BY THE FLORIDA LAW 


Washington, May 11.—The right of 
the state of New York to refuse to en- 
force the Florida personal injuries law 
as against the public policy of New 
York was upheld today by the supreme 
court dismissing an appeal to it from 
the New York federal courts. 

The Florida law allowed .administra- 
tors to recover for creditors of a man 
killed by negligence where the man left 
no dependent persons. The New York 
courts have held that the public policy 
of that state was against recovery ex- 
cept for the benefit of dependents and 
the federal district court of southern 
New York refused to allow the admin- 
istrator of the estate of John Gallagher, 
killed in 1909 by the explosion of dyna- 
mite being used in the construction of 
the Florida East Coast railway, to sue 
the railway for damages. 


MINES IN STRIKE ZONE 
ARE TO REMAIN CLOSED 


Trinidad. Colo., May 11.—The an- 
nouncement of a definite policy con- 
cerning their intervention in the strife- 
torn districts of the coal strike zones 
by the United States army officers in 
command of federal forces here is ap- 
proved by both factions. Today atten- 
tion was turned toward the~ estab- 
lishment of the Ludiow tent colony, 
which practically has been granted by 
the federal government, and the re- 
opening of those mines which had been 
closed to operations since the series of 
uprisings which began April 20 and 
which was attended by a heavy toll of 
death. 


Ry this program, which was promul- 
gated by the war department, no mine 
in the state which was shut down as 
the result of the walkout of miners 
September 23, 1918, will be permitted to 
operate for the present. Those mines 
which were closed as a result of the 
violence in the state between Septem- 
ber 23, 1913, and April 22, 1914, will 
be permitted to resume operations with 
all men who were bona fide employes 
of the <ompanies prior to April 22. No 
more strike-breakers will be allowed to 
enter the district. 

On the other hand Colonel Lockett 
says a roll of the inhabitants of every 
strikers’ colony will be made _ and 
checked with the payrolls of the com- 
panies and if any resident of a strikers’ 
colony is found not to have been actu- 
ally employed by the company he 
claims to have left, he will be deport- 
ed by the military authorities.

Mr Felder dwelt upon the tariff, 
currency reform, rural credits and pen- 
sions. He declared most emphaticalls 
he was in hearty sympathy with Presi- 
dent Wilson’s policy, and pledged him 
self to work for all legislation favor 
able to the development and improve- 
ment of agricultural conditions, saving 
that in bettering such an industry he 
believed no representative of Georgia 
at Washington could do better work 
He said he believed in white suprema- 
ev, and said if he was elected to the 
senate he would strive, with all his 
power, to draft and pass those laws 
that will make the white man supreme 
in the United States. 

Mr. Felder advocated governmental 
aid in highway construction, and said 
he favored a definite period for federal 
judges upon appointment. He called 
the pension system of the United 
States one of the biggest frauds in 
the country's history. “T shall ce 
tainly fight to relieve the situation.” 
He deplored the heavy expense incum 
bent upon-a state-wide campaign, and 
said he was able only to conduct a 
personal canvass. ’

It was rumored that part of 
the cotton taken up on the first May 
notices had been re-tendered and taken 
back by the former holders.

"(STEADY ADVANGE 


IN STOCK MARKET 


Trading Quiet, But Most of 
Substantial Stocks Show 
Substantial Gains—Ameri- 
can Stocks Lower Abroad. 


New York, May 11.—Strength  pre- 
vailed today in all parts of the stock 
market. Trading was quiet but buy- 
ing continued steady and most of the 
representative shares registered sub- 
stantial gains. The exchange was clos- 
ed until 11 o'clock on account of the 
services here in memory of the Vera 
Cruz dead. 

The speculative situation was un- 
changed. There was not one item in 
the day's news with important bearing 
on financial affairs with the exception 
of the engagement of $3,000,000 gold 
for shipment to Europe. At another 
time the loss of this gold might have 
affected the market adversely, but with 
circumstances as they are it was with- 
out influence owing to the abundance of 
money here and the slowness of de- 
mand. Demand sterling rose to 488.10, 
the highest since December of 1909. It 
was understood by international bank- 
ers that the European demand for gold 
was still keen, and that Paris was in 
the market for $10, 000,000 or $15,000,- 
000 more. Today’s engagements of 
gold exhausted the supply of gold bars 
in the assay office here and it would 
be necessary to have higher exchange 
rates to make shipment of coin prof- 
itable. 

Furopean advices were 
and American stocks were lower 
abroad. London sold perhaps 10,000 
shares here. The general supply, how- 
ever, was small. A point of strength 
was the elimination of weak spots 
which have burdened the general list 
recently. Missouri Pacific, one of

out of my heart, a touch of envy of 
those who were permitted sa quietly, 
so nobly, to do their duty.” 

The head of the nation looked out 
over the thousands massed about the 
coffins on the parade ground and his 
voice shook with emotion as he de- 
clared his creed: 

“We have gone down to Mexico,” he 
said, “to serve mankind if we can 
find out a way. We do not want to 
fight the Mexicans, we want to serve 
the Mexicans.” 

WISTFUL NOTE 
IN WILSON’S VOICE. 

There was a wistful note in his 
voice, as he added, “I never was under 
fire, but I fancy there are some things 
just as hard to do as to go under fire. 
I fancy it is just as hard to do your 
duty when men are sneering at you 
as when they are shooting at you. 
When they shoot at you, they can only 
take your life; when they sneer at you, 
they can wound your heart.” 

From a bird'’seyé view the multi- 
tude aligned along .the route of the 
funeral cortege presented the picture 
of a wast human stream connecting 
two arms of the sea. Muffled voices, 
soft spoken commands by military of- 
ficers, the melancholy tolling of the 
Trinity church bell, emphasized .a hush 
that had fallen over a city of noises. 

The dead were landed by the tugs 
Traffic and Correction early in the 
morning and lay in state in the Bat- 
tery Park Plaza for over an hour be- 
fore the procession started. There 
were seventeen coffins. The other 
two victims of Mexican snipers died 
the day after they had left Vera Cruz 
with the dead. The police escort 
headed the cortege, and was followed 
by the naval battalions from the 
Wyoming and Texas. Then came the 
seventeen gun caissons carrying the 
dead. Each caisson was drawn by 
four horses, ‘astride two of which rode 
members of the first and second regi- 
ments of the field artillery. There 
was in addition, one mounted police 
escort for each caisson. Four sailors 
on each side acted as_ pallbearers. 
These men, tanned from recent service 
in Vera Cruz, had been called to New 
York especially for the service in 
memory of their dead comrades. 

Directly behind the caissons, 
Stretched out their single file, were 
the carriages of the president, Gov- 
ernor Glynn, Secretary Daniels, Mayor 
Mitchel, and other distinguished 
guests. The presence of the president 
in the procession came as aw surprise 
for it had been announced that he 
would proceed direct from the Penn- 
Sylvania station to the navy yard. 
STREET BLACK 
WITH SPECTATORS. 

All along the reute the street 
black with spectators. Windows and 
roofs, half completed steel] frames of 
buildings, all were crowded. There 
were thousands of policemen; one ev- 
ery ten feet held the crowd back on 
the sidewalk. During the entire cere- 
mony there was not a Suggestion of 
disorder. 

As the procession entered City Hall 
place, the voices of 500 children rose 
to meet them. The’ children sang 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee.” 

Mayor Mitchel brietly eulogized the 
dead and laid upor“ene of the caissons 
a wreath of flowers, symbolic of the 
city’s respect. After this brief halt the 
cortege resumed its measured progress 
to Manhattan bridge and over this to 
the navy yard. The quiet restraint 
that had characterized the crowds in 
the Streets gave way as the proces- 
sion proceeded to he east side and 
Brooklyn to storms of applause. Here 
it seemed that the presence of the pres- 
ident eclipsed the grief of the occa- 
sion.

TEXT OF ADDRESS 
BY PRESIDENT. 

President Wilson 
howed. His deeply lined face showed 
the grief and solemnity of the occa- 
sion,. but in general his appearance 
gave no indication of the recent strain 
at Washington. He delivered his 
eulogy of the dead in low, clear voice, 
that carried to the farthest parts of 
the field. 

The full text of 
speech follows: 

“Mr. Secretary: I Know that 
feelings which characterize all 
stand about me and the whole nation 
at this hour are not feelings which 
can be expressed suitably in terms of 
attempted oratory or eloquence. They 
are things too deep for _ ordinary 
speech. For my own part I have a 
simeular mixture of feelings. The feel- 
ing that is upperthost is one of pro- 
found grief that these lads should 
have had to go to their death. And 
yet there is mixed with that grief a 
profound pride that they should have 
gone as they did and, if I may say it 
out of my heart, a touch of envy of 
those who were permitted so quietly, 
so nobly, to do their duty. 

“Have you thought of it, men? Here 
is the roster of the navy, the list of 
the men, officers and enlisted

“Duty is not an uncommon 
gentlemen. Men are performing it in 
ordinary walks of life all around us 
all the time and make, great sacrifices 
to perform it.

Not because 
they did their duty, but because duty 
had nothing to do with them or their 
own personal] and particular interests. 
They did not give their lives for them- 
selves; they gave their livés for us, 
because we called upon them, as a 
nation, to perform an unexpected 
iduty. That is the way in which men 
grow distinctive, and that is the only 
way—by serving someone else than 
themselves. And* what greater thing 
could you serve than a nation such 
'as this we love and are proud of? 

“Are you sorry for these lads? Are 
‘you sorry for the way they will be 
/ remembered: does it not quicken your 
| pulse to think of them? I hope: to 
God none of you may join the list, 
but if you do, you will join an im- 
| mortal company. 


IN MEXICO 
TO SERVE MANKIND. 


“So, while vou are profoundly sor- 
:rowful, and while there goes out of 
our hearts a very deep and affection- 
ate sympathy to friends and relatives 
of these—who for the rest of their 
| lives shall mourn them, though with a 
| touch of pride—we know why we do 
not go away from this occasion cast 
down, but with our heads lifted and 
' our eyes on the future of this country, 
' with absolute confidence of how it 
' will be worked out: not only the more 
vague future of this country, but the 

immediate future. 

“We have gone down to Mexico to 
serve mankind, if we can find out the 
way. We do not want to fight the 
Mexicans; we want to serve the Mexi- 
cans, if we can, because we know how 
we would like to be freed and how we 
would like to be served if there were 
friends standing by ready to serve us. 

“A war of aggression is not a war 

(in which it is a proud thing to die, but 
a war of service is a thing in which 
it is a proud thing to die. Notice that 

| these men were of our blood, men of 
our American lood, which is not 
drawn from any one country, which is 
not drawn from any one stock. which 
is not drawn from any one laguage 
of the modern world; but from éVery- 
where people have sent their. sons, 
their brothers and their daughters to 

i this country in order to make that 

| great compounded nation, which con- 
| sists of all the sturdy elements and all 

i the best element of the whole globe. 

“Listen to this list with a profound 
interest at the mixture of the names, 
for the names bear the marks of sev- 
eral national stocks from which these 
men came; but thev are not Irishmen.

brews any more. They were not when 
they went to Vera Cruz. They were 
Americans, every one of them, and were 
no different in their Americanism be- 
cause of the stock from which they 
came. Therefore, they were,in a pecu- 
liar sense, of our blood, and they 
proved it by showing that they were 
of our spirit, that no matter 
their derivation; no matter where their
